SHOOTS COMPANION 


Two Maryland Lads Have Serious 
Argument. 
One Shot. 


Raymond Buhrman, a lad residing 
near Smithsburg, while in company 
with a friend, named Robinson, Mon­ 
day night was seriously shot in the 
hip by the Robinson lad a t very close 
range, and though nothing serious has 
as yet developed from the wound, and 
the patient is in the charge of a phy­ 
sician, some concern is felt for his re­ 
covery.

Asks For $250,000 Appropriation and 


Urges 
Congress to Continue 
Hit 


Com mission. 


W ashington, Jan. 9. — Congress I» 
naked In a special message from Presi­ 
dent T aft to appropriate $250,000 for 
continuing the investigations of the 
commission on economy and efficiency 
into the executive departm ents of the 
governm ent, to be available for the in­ 
coming adm inistration. 
The president points out that “there 
Is no greater service that can be ren­ 
dered to the country than that of the 
continuance of the work of the com­ 
mission until some form of organiza­ 
tion Is provided for continuously do­ 
ing this kind of work uuder the execu­ 
tive.” 
Mr. T aft expresses the opinion that 
the technique and procedure of every 
branch and office of the governm ent 
should be subm itted to the same pains­ 
taking exam ination as that given those 
on which reports have been made. 
“In my opinion,” says the president, 
this is not a m atter in which the con­ 
gress should assume that public money 
will be unwisely spent. At a total cost 
of about $230,Oui) during the twenty- 
one m onths covered by the work of 
the commission, facts have been de­ 
veloped and recom mendations 
have 
been mad* that, if followed out, wl.l re­ 
sult in savings of millions of dollars 
each year. 
‘This ha* been done under the han­ 
dicap of inadequate funds and uncer­ 
tainty of continuation. 
It would be 
very much to the advantage of the ad­ 
m inistration lf the president were au­ 
thorized to spend w hatever amount 
he may deem to be necessary within 
the next two years. 
"It is further to be noted that the 
offices which have been reported on 
are those which have been frequently 
under scrutiny. 
From what is known 
of the offices outside of W ashington It 
it thought that it is in this field that 
the largest opportunities for economy 
will be found—partly due to the fact 
that 
these 
offices 
have 
not 
been 
brought under scrutiny, aud partly due 
to the fact that large num bers of them 
are dom inated by political appointees 
“As illustrating tile relative import 
atlee of service outside of W ashington 
it Is of Interest to note that the cost 
of clerk hire at the New York post I 
office alone is more than that incurred 
iu the departm ents of war, navy, state, 
Justice aud commerce and labor at 
^V'ashington." 
The presidents m essage transm its 
eleven reports of the commission. The 
changes recommended carry definite 
estim ates of a yearly saving of several 
million of dollars, besides other etono- 
mics still larger in am ount for which 
no definite estim ates are made 
President Taft in a second message 
recommended the repeal of the a it 
which prohibited for five years the 
killing of fur seals on the Pribtlof Isl­ 
ands, (Missed more than a year ago. 
Investigation, the president said, show­ 
ed a rem arkable Increase In the size 
of the herd in one season and proved 
conclusively that only the female sea>s 
and the bull male seals need protection 
arid that thousands of “bachelor” seals 
can he killed each year without reduc­ 
ing the herd. 
Tile act which the president wished 
repealed was adopted to give effect to 
the first seal treaty of 1911 between 
Great Britain, Japan, Russia aud the 
United States.

Railroads Reject Proposals and 


Otter New Proposals 


New York, Jsn. 9.—To arbitrate or 
take n strike vote was the alternative 
confronting the representatives of 24,- 
OOO firemen ou fifty eastern railroads. 
Through their conference committee 
tb s m anagers of the railroads rejected 
the firemen s proposal to arbitrate un­ 
der the Bedman law their demands for 
increased pay and ether concessions. 
Instead the railroads made two coun 
ter propositions: 
First, to meet with the firemen’s 
representatives and appoint an arbi­ 
tration com m ittee of seven 
Second, to follow the precedent set 
in the case of the Brotherhood of lo ­ 
comotive Engineers and refer the de 
mands to a tribunal of seven men, oue 
each to be appointed by the parties 
concerned and the other five to be 
named by the federal labor commis- 
aioner, the presiding judge o ' the com­ 
merce court and the chief justice of 
the United States suprem e court. 
President Carter, of the firem ens 
organization, and the district leaders 
will meet the committee of railroad 
m anagers, aud it is et pel ted that the 
firemen's reply to the railroads coun­ 
ter proposition will be announced at 
that time.

Democrat* Favor Keeping Duties at 55 
and 60 Per Cent. 
Wa llington, Jan. 9.— Representative 
Oscar W. Underwood, the Democratic 
bouse leader and chairm an of the ways 
and means committee, indicated at the 
.ariff hearing that the committee would 
stand for retaining the tariff of 55 and 
60 per cent on pottery. 
Mr. Underwood said that testimony 
had satisfied the com m ittee of highly 
competitive conditions with the indus­ 
try in Europe.

Mr. Burgess declared that, because 
of the labor cost, the average profit in 
the pottery Industry was less than six 
per cent. He insisted that there was 
no combination or trust. He testified 
that labor in American pottery plants 
cost 246 per cent more than in Aus 
trla.

Lawrence O. Murray Would Make Ac­ 
ceptance of “Personal Compensa­ 
tion” For Loans a Crim*. 


W ashington, Jan. 9.—Faults in the 
national banking laws were discussed 
before the house money tru st commit- 
t— by Lawrence O. Murray, comp­ 
troller of the currency. * 
Mr. Murray passed more than three 
knurs under exam ination by Samuel 
XZhtermyer, counsel for the committee, 
end agreed with many of the criticism s 
of the national bank not advanced by 
Mr. U nterm yer. He asserted that the 
•Bt aa at present constituted was “in­ 
effective and inadequate.” 
Mr. Murray furnished the commit­ 
tal such data from his office as Presi­ 
dent Taft had directed him to supply, 
Which was only a small part of the in­ 
formation which the com m ittee naked 
toe com ptroller to furnish. 
The com m ittee will bear George F. 
Maker, of the First National Bank of 
New York, who, Mr. Unterm yer say*, 
with James Stillman and J. P. Morgan, 
—•nutates the trio of most powerful 
masters of finance in Wall street. The 
connection between the— three men, 
the IneUtutions in which they are in­ 
ter—ted and the funds controlled by 
the— Institutions, will form the basis 
of Mr. B aker’s examination. 
Mr. 
Murray 
condemned 
without 
reservation 
the 
practice, which, he 
—id, was a growing evil, of directors 
or officers of natlonsl banks accepting 
’’personal com pensation” from borrow­ 
ers to whom the funds of the bank are 
loaned. He said th at legislation should 
be 
passed 
providing 
for “ctlm inal 
prosecution" of the practice. He favor­ 
ed a provision of law which would pre­ 
vent the stockholders of banks trans­ 
ferring their stock on the verge of 
collapse of their banks, and he also 
indorsed a scheme to force banks to 
make public the list of securities held 
— assets by national bauka. Publicity 
of lists of stockholders in national 
banks, he said, would be beneficial. 
Questioned by Mr. U nterm yer, Mr. 
Murray outlined the method of the ex­ 
am ination of naUonal banks by his 
offii e. and 
asserted that under the 
present system the Inspection was “in­ 
effective.” 
“It is merely a superficial —am ina­ 
tion, la It not?" asked Mr. Unterm yer 
“Yes, that is about all,” replied th# 
compt roller. 
The com ptroller said that there are 
about 105 bank exam iners to superln 
tend the affairs of 7500 banks. 
In reply to questions, he said that in 
New York city these inspectors work­ 
ed with the bank exam iners of the 
clearing bouse association and coop­ 
erated with them In connection with 
the appraisal of loans and securities 
held by banks. 
Mr. Murray further said that his 
knowledge of clearing house — soHa- 
tions was merely incidental. He con 
tlnued: 
“ We have received com plaints from 
tim e to tim e from hnnks, who said 
that certain clearing house rules were 
detrim ental to their business, but we 
have always told them we bad no Ju 
rl sd lotion." 
The com ptroller said that bank ex­ 
am iners fixed the value of securities 
by th# price on the New York stock 
—change when the stocks were listed 
there. 
“Then lf the stock quotation la for 
a false or fictltlou value the examiner 
accept* It?” asked Mr. Unterm yer. 
“Yes.” said th* comptroller. 


TURKS TO K E E P APRIANOPLE 


British Foreign Secretary Submits Pro 
po—I to European Powers. 
Constantinople, Jan. 9 —Sir Edward 
Grey, the British foreign minister, bas 
subm itted to the powers a proposal 
preserving Adrlanople to Turkey, ac­ 
cording to a statem ent issued here. 
The retention of the city will be sub 
feet to the dism antling of the fortiflca- 
t-ons and sundry economic restrictions. 
It Is understood 
th at 
the 
proposal 
stands a good chance of acceptance. 
The state of mind, both of the Turk­ 
ish arm y and the Turkish public, pre­ 
cludes any weakness on the part of 
the Ottoman governm ent in regard to 
this question. 
It has even been sug­ 
gested that a naval dem onstration by 
the powers would find the Turkish 
governm ent and people united in the 
firm determ ination to cling to Adrlano­ 
ple whatever might be the cost. 
Explanations 
were 
given by the 
Turkish m inisters of' war and foreign 
affairs to Geaeral SavofT. the Bulgar­ 
ian commander-in-chief, during their 
interview of the reasons which make 
the po—esslon of the fortress of Adria 
nople an indispensable necessity to 
the Turkish governm ent and which 
prevent any governm ent agreeing to 
Its surrender. 
General Savoff, it is stated, promis­ 
ed to subm it the question to King Per 
dtnand of Bulgaria, after expressing 
his personal agreem ent with the attl 
tude of the Turkish delegates.

liable to a laryngeal 
spasm. The sensation is violent, pain­ 
ful, suffocating and may lead to bis 
death by strangulation. 
“These statements, related by Dr. 
W alter F. Chappell, Mr. Rockefeller * 
physician, are of intense interest. Not 
only to the financier s friends will the 
physician s assertion come as a sur­ 
prise, but to m embers of the Pujo com­ 
m ittee in W ashington, 
investigating 
the so-called money trust ’ 
Mr. Rock­ 
efeller can never testify before that 
body, for the present condition of his 
throat will not be better, Dr. Chappell 
—ys. 
“ I have come to the conclusion that 
Mr. Rockefellers 
throat 
trouble 
is 
chronic,’ he said, ’and that my patient 
must subject himself to silent treat­ 
ment’ for the remainder of his days. 
“Silent treatm ent,’’ about 
which so 
much has beeu said lately, Is not a rest 
cure for the larynx. 
“ ‘When one talks it exercises lh* 
larynx as when one walks it exer­ 
cises the legs. Often a leg is put in a 
plaster cast when it is injured That 
is what I have done to Mr Rockefel­ 
lers larynx by ordering bim not to
